School Board Candidates Express Views 





Editor's note: To help voters decide 
which candidates they will support in the 


~ upcoming Romulus Community Schools 


Board of Education election (set for 
Monday, June 10), “the little paper” re- 
cently distributed a questionnaire to the 
four candidates who are vying for the 
two available seats. Three of the candi- 
dates returned their questionnaires, 
which are reprinted (verbatim) below;

Reader Airs Concerns 
About Property Taxes 


To the Romulus community: 

As a new citizen of Romulus, | feel 
that the Board of Education's amount of 
property tax is counterproductive to the 
economic growth and development of 
Romulus's new housing market. The 
current tax rate is very discouraging to 
new and potential homeowners. Al- 
though the Board of Education has low- 
ered taxes by 1.5 mills for all. of its. 





citizens, it is barely a saving for home- 
owners in the new subdivisions. 

For the first time in more than 30 
years, several developers are building 
subdivisions of single-family homes, 
condominiums, and town homes in the 
same city that contains the expanding 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. Romulus is 


one of the last communities in Metro — 


Detroit with good location and open land 
that has potential to add at least 2,000 
new homes when all current develop- 
ments are completed. According to 
former City of Romulus Community 
Development Director Richard J. Marsh, 
Jr., the subdivisions will spur population 
growth. Romulus has anew elementary 
school in anticipation of the increase in 
population due to these real-estate de- 
velopments. These new developments 
are listed below. 
e The Commons subdivision 
e The Farms subdivision 
e Highlands of Romulus condominiums 
and town homes 
e Huron Valley subdivision 
e Gateway Golf Community 
The city has not attracted many big 
national chain restaurants, retailers, the- 
aters, or shopping venues. Romulus 
residents hope this "building boom" will 
attract the much-needed retail and up- 
scale enterprises to the area once people 
start moving into the new subdivisions. 
The high property taxes discourage fu- 
ture residents from moving into Romu- 
lus, which diminishes the motivation for 
national chains to invest in the city. 
| recommend thatthe Board of Edu- 
cation take this under consideration and 
develop a plan to work with the citizens 
in the new subdivisions to adopt new 
policies that address the tax concerns 
of new and future citizens.

Plans are currently underway to 
dramatically revitalize downtown 
Romulus's historic park, according to 
Tim Keyes, the City's Director of Eco- 
nomic Development. 

The park's proposed new look 
was created by the Farmington Hills- 
based landscape architecture/civil 
engineering firm of Grissam Metz 
Associates — the same firm respon- 
sible for the landscape designs for 
Founders Park and Heritage Park in 
Farmington Hills as well as the mas- 
ter plan for Greenfield Village. 

Plans to revitalize the historic 
park also call for the City's acquisition 
of an additional 1.5 acres of property 
to the north, along Goddard Road. 
The land would be seamlessly inte- 
grated into the existing park property. 

"We've submitted grant applica- 
tions that could help us bring re- 
newed life to Romulus parks," said 
Keyes. "One of the grant applications 
was submitted to the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Resources for 
the historic park. If we're successful 
with that particular grant, we could 
begin the process of negotiating the 
acquisition of land." 





City Officials Plan for Expansion 
of Downtown's Historic Park

As part of the historic park's ex- 
pansion, Hunt Street, currently open 
to north and south traffic between 
Goddard Road and Bibbins, would 
be closed to vehicle traffic. The street 
would be integrated into the overall 
look and functionality of the park, 
Keyes explained. 

"We want the historical park to 
become the centerpiece of arenewed 
downtown district," said Romulus 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert. "The park's 
proposed expansion will become an 
inviting and comfortable staging area 
for a variety of year-round resident- 
focused events. 

"People should understand, how- 
ever, that completing the master plan 
for the historic park won't happen 
overnight," Mayor Lambert added. 
“We're working hard to make it a 
reality, but it's still going to be a long 
process.” 

Keyes also noted that a separate 
state of Michigan grant is being 
sought for funds that would enable 
the City to improve the 37-acres that 
make up Elmer Johnson Community 
Park, which is located on Ozga Road 
south of Wick Road:

—the students mustcome first. We need 
to provide them with the proper skills 
and knowledge to be successful after 
graduation.

The Board's recent action of evalu- 
ating the superintendent in private needs 
to be changed. The public has the right 
to know how the Board feels about the 
job he is doing, his strengths and weak- 
nesses, what suggestions they have for 
improvement and provide an overall 
grade of the evaluation. 

Change can only be accomplished 
by having strong arguments to make the 
change. You must be reasonable in your 
thinking, use logic and be willing to listen 
to all points of view. If you are convinced 
the change is for the-best, then you must 
work with all board members to help 
them understand your view and why the 
change is needed. You must present 
facts that support the value this change 
will bring to the district. A major part of 
your argument must show the board 
members the problem with the old policy 
and why it is wrong to keep it in effect. 

Question #3: During that same 
five-year period, what do you believe 
has been the Board's single biggest 
success? How would you further 
improve upon it? 

| feel their biggest success was the 
contract settlement with all the district 
labor unions. This labor peace has im- 
proved the overall atmosphere in the 
system.
